To extricate this extenſive code of poſitive laws 
from it's preſent crude and indigeſted ſtate, and to

the intention of the following work. And as no 
man, let his rank, employment, or ſituation in life, 


be ever ſo elevated, conſequential, or inſignificant, 


can aſſert that he is in no degree affected by the di-

Every public act of parliament is noticed under 
the proper head, and the ſubſtance and effect of every 
material clauſe carefully collected and preſerved : but
